& puiſante nations of Spaine had not ben their diſcipline , yea by what 
meanes preuailed they againſt the wiſe and welthy Affricanes, but on- 
ly throughe diſcipiine,by what meanes brought they vader yoke the 
mighty and fubtil nation of Grekes , but only by their diſcipline . The 
noble Emperour Frederick Barberouſe being entred Italie with his ar- 
mie to chaſtize the Millaneſes for their rebellion, wolde in no wile of. 
fer warre to his enemies vntill his fouldiours had fworne ynro him to 
obſerue the diſcipline of the warres. Paulꝰ Tour? ſaith that the Hunęati- 
ans ſo longe as they dyd obſerue diſcipline were well able to delende 
their owne & gaue the Turcks ſondrie ouerthrowes, Valniꝰ Maximus 
in his ſecond Boke calleth diſcipline not only, the foundatiò of the Ro 
mane Empire, but alſo the preſeruatiõ & maintenance of the ſame, for 
in dede it is a harde matter to ouerthrowe a worthy generall , hauinge 
an armie of vvell choſẽ ſouldiours, obedient, well exerciſed in the feates

72 no⸗ lite, and lyke wozthye men honozablye died with their 
a. [ wordes in their handes fyghtynge to the vttermoſte, 
a one of th? was Theophilo Paleologo, a Greke bozne 
the other John Stiano,a Dalmatian, which men efte 
med it fo vile: in ſuch ſozt 1 fo2 a long time de⸗ 
fended them ſelues and the citie from the hands of their 
moſt cruel enmies, fleig a great number of them, tyl at 
the laſt beinge ouerlaped with the encreaſe of the num 
ber, not diſcozaged, but werped with .ouercommyng of 
others, fel downe and gaue vp the ghoſt, among a num 
ber of bodies of dead infidelles., whiche they hadflayne 
w their owne handes . And Gtuſtiniano bepng gone to 
Pera, and krom thence by ſeato Scio, fell licke eyther 
of his hurte, oz els with thought, and in fewe dapes af- 
ter died, not enjoying that great honour, whiche he hay 
The death wonne, and truely he had bene happye pf he had died vy 
of Gtulti- on the walles of Conſtantinople. In the entre of the 
nian. Turckes at the afozeſapde gate, they cut in pfeces. bil, 
92. ix. hund2ed ſouldiours Grekes, and Jtaltans, when 
the Turckes were once maſters of the towne walles, 
they chaſed awaye the cltez\ns that were come to the 
gate to defende the entrie, and with thep2.arrowes and 
great ſtones from abone, they made wape foz their com 

panions to enter. And when the Turckes were in thys 

ſozt entred the gate, and become loꝛdes of the citte, and 

had llaine as many as thei found with weapon in they; 
handes, then they employed theniſelues to ſpople and 
Unſpeake ſacke the towne, the number of the triumphantes was 
abls wic: fn maner infinite, thei had no deſpꝛe but to robbe,ſpoile 
_- nednes.... any to-accompliſhe and kfulfpli thepz beaſtly and fpltyt 
._ -- flehhelpdeſy2es, beyng much geuen to carnall voluptu⸗ 
oufnes,thep pardoned neyther kinde no2 age, mirpnge 
murder with thep2 adulterfes and koznitations, they 
made the olde men ſlaties-, and other men and women 
of moꝛe luſtie peres, and of baſe condition:they chap⸗ 
ned together with great deriſon and ſcozne, and ſo dꝛaue 
them on, lpke flockes of ſhepe befoze them, « if it happe⸗ 
ned that any faire malden oz faire ponge man came in 
their wape, by and by numbers of them woulde w_ 
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ho choulde firſt laye handes on them, and often times 
poulde grow into queſtion fo2 them, and the like wold 
hey do when they happened vpon any bootie of greate 
1a10ce,as well ſacred as — 28 tuerpy man would 
pe handes on it, in ſo much that often times thei wold 
ne tut another in pieces fo2 it. And this armie being of 
ſuers nations and countreps,and alſo of ſundzie natu 
es and ſpeches, did kepe ſuch a ſturre in Conſtantins⸗ 
le by the ſpace of thꝛe dayes(Which was theyꝛ time of 
zofle) that there was nothinge vnlawefull foz them 
o do, although it were moſt deteſtable and wicked. 
Mhen they had ſpopled the temple of B. Sophia, whi⸗ 
h was buylded by Juſtinian the Emperour of Conſti⸗ 
iople, in the which they had a merueplous male of tres 
axe, both o? ſiluer and golde, and pꝛecious veſſel, e ſuch 
ike oznamentes,, they filled it with all kind of fplthyp⸗ 
es, makynge it an habitation of whozes , a table foz 
heir hozſes,a place wherein no filthte exerciſe was left 
mererciſed, to the like vſe they tonuerted all the reſt of 
he churches and ſacred places of the citie, oute of the 
which they toke the bones and reliques of holpe men & 
women, the which when thei had diſgarniſhed of þ gold

olde P2onerbe was veryfyed in them, which ſateth tbat an com 
covetous men haue no power ouer their golde, but are tres and

© ding, thei had builded a fozte vyon the walles that were 
emple ok jette of the ancient Temple of Minerua, whiche was 
Nu. thoughte inpꝛennable, but the lo2de therof which was a 
the loꝛdok.

Aͤfctoꝛde he lefte the chziſttan fapthe and embraced the 
koliſheand beaſtly religion ok Pahometh, but bemalt 
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f\malle affiance in it, cacn as he had raiſhelp fozſaken 
Chꝛiſte, ſo vnaduiſedly refuſed he Mabomethe and re- 
toꝛned to the religion of his anceſtours, withng ( al- 
thoughe he had no great afftance nether in the one no: 
other) rather to dye beringe the name of a Chziftian, 
then ofa Pahometiſte , vnto whome „ Geozge &can- 
derbag ſuctided in gouernaunce as lawfull heire, whoe 
was diſcended of a noble parentage in his contrep, and 
when he had hannted the warres along time he became

haue no tyme to fo2tifie them ſelues againſt them, am 
then t hey began on enery ſyde to aſſaple the Chziftians 
whoe alſo put them ſelues in battayle and appointed

rare victozte was attributed to there men in eſpeciale, 
which is to John Carakagio Legate Apoftolique , in 
whoſe name the ſoznep was taken in hand. To John 
Haiuoda, and to freer Capzeftand, which two were pꝛe 
ſent in all theſe affares althoughe that Uatuoda in all 
his letters that he wꝛote to the Emperour and to other

righte that the kinge Renato of Angio his coſen hadto 
__ the afoze ſaide kingdome, dyd not onelpe retuſe to ſem

and determining not to pꝛolonge the doing therof, ſent 
toſignifpe to Acomathe to make him redpe with all con 
nement ſpede and to come to the poꝛte to receaue thc 90 
uernance, in the whiche meane tyme Cozcuthe being! 
his thirde ſone whiche tontynued in Tagneſſa to defend 
all thoſe pꝛouinces againſt the Soldane, when he vi 
derſtode of the rebellion of Selim againſte bis father, 
whoſe determpnation and commaundement , he was 


well content in euerp reſpecte to obey, and was uy 
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ned at all with the tommynge vl Acomathe , but after⸗ 
warde ſuſpecting ß ambition and crueltie of Selim, dif 
guiſed him ſelfe and with one onely galley, departed ftrrõ 
Pagneſta, and conuepd him ſelfe to Conſtantinople, e 
when he came in his fathers pꝛeſente, after that he has 
zone his due reuerente bnto him deſyzed him that in the 
eſtabiſhement of Acomathe in the Empire, he wolde pzs 
vide alſo foꝛ his ſecuritie puttinge him in remembzance 
bo we that in his abſence,beinge a lit le childe he was b 
the Gtanizzaries placed in the Imperlall ſeate, and ot 
pzomes that he made vnto them in his behalfe as ton⸗ 
thinge the ſucceſfyon, Baiazithe beinge excedingly wel 
pleaſed with the good woꝛdes of his ſonne, dyd merueil⸗ 
dullp embzace him, and wylled hym to be of good chere, 
and gaue him a greate maſſe of treaſure and appointed 
foure galleps ot᷑ his to attende bpon him home , and in 
this ſozte ſent him to his charge well ſatiſfied and ton⸗ 
tented, and as ſone as Atomathe had receaued tommaũ 
demft from his father, he began to make great pꝛepara 
tion fo bis ioꝛnep, and vſed not in a matter of ſuch im⸗ 
poztance,ſuche celeritie as he moughte haue done, but 
thoughte that he ſhoulde comme in good tyme whenſo⸗ 
euer that he came, be made redye all ſuche thinges as be 
wolde carte with bim, and then rode one ozdinarte 1?⸗ꝛůꝛů 
neys towarde Europe , when Batazithe vnderffode of 
bis comminge(meaninge to receaue him honozablp ) he 
made great pꝛeparation in Conſtantinople, and put to 
the ſea manpe galleps, and Palandzes , rychely furni⸗ 
ſhed and trymmed , to ſend into Turckie totranſpozte 1 
his lonne, who being comme dolone into Bithina was 
comme to Scutarie, a place that ſtandeth vpon the ſea 
bancke nere vnto the auctent citie Caltedonta, derettiy 
duer againſt Cöſtätinople, p which when Batazithe vn 
derffode, he commaunded his garde of Glantzzartes and

tepte Acomathe foz their lozde , foz that he ſemed unte 
them in his comminge and contpnnante at the pozte,

who anſwerpd that he wolde be enempe to nother of 


them no2 wolde deale in there differences , bet wene the 
Sophie, and him, but wolde ſtande frinde to them both, 
aſſage thozowe 
his countrep, and alſo ſuche vicual as he had, which con 
ditiones at that tyme Selim was contented to accepte, 
bicauſe that he coulde obtaine none other, and to anoide 


- thelofre of tyme dyd not meane as then to take the coi 


tre of fo2ce foꝛ ſo muche as the pꝛinte poſleſſed in þ moi 
taines, manpe places of greate fozce, both naturall, and 
artificiall and excedingip well furniſhed both with men 
and monition,and alſo was able ts b2inge to the feelde 
ot his owne ſubiectes armed, thirtie thouſande men on 


hoꝛzſebacke whervpon when the conditiones were arti⸗ 
led, and othe gyuen on bothe ſpdes fo2 the perfo2mance 


of the ſame, he marched with his armie to the floode Cu 
ph:ares,then faſtenned he his botes fro-the one bancke

and paTev ouer,his armie, and when he was entred in⸗ 


to his enemyes countre;be began toſpoyle andp2oieit 


when then Sophie was aduertized of the arpuall of the 


Turckes armie be deferred ne tyme but toke bys hs:

tes to encountre Selim, and mets with him in the 2

in battaple, the fpghte was terrible and bloudie, it con- — 


tynued longe in good ozder, withoute anpe aduaütage eum. 
ſeen of other ſpde, but at the laſte the Perſians ſerring 
them ſelues and comminge on haupnge their ho2ſes of 
mo2s fo2ce., and better armed then the Turckes ho2ſes 
were, began to pꝛeuaile, whiche when Selim perceued 
he cauſed his ſquad2one to spen, and to ſuffer the Per⸗ 
ſianes to paſſe al moſt into the mpddeſt of the ſquadꝛone 
and when they came there, he cauſed vpon the ſodden to 
diſcharge certaine peres of artillerfe whiche he had pla⸗ 
ted in p myddeſt of his ſquadꝛone, which made ſo great 
a nopſe that the atre dpd ringe, and the earthe dyd ſhake 
with it, and hauing flapne in the diſcharge of that volce 
an excedinge great number of men & ho2ſes,if ſo feared 
the reſt of the hozſes whiche were not vſed to the thon- 
dzinge and nopſe of artillerie, that thep ran awate, and 
ſcattered all oner the feeide, and they p rode them were 
not able to gouerne them, when the Turckes hoꝛſemen 
ſawe their enemies flee in that ſozte, they folowed them 
with all ſpede popble ,and when they ouergate them, 
the flewe and toke an infinite number of them, þrcffe 
fled euery man his wape,and ſuffred there enempes to 
entope the victozte,and at the fy2ft diſcharge of the artil 
lerie the Sophie, with a great number of his nobilitie, 
with dzewe them ſelues, ſeinge their people in ſo great „ um, ok 
diſo2der , Selim determpninge to bſe the vicozte, lod⸗ = 
ged his armie that nighte, where the Perſtanes lodged ne. 
the nighte befo2e,and gaue al the ſpople of their campe 
to his fouldiours. The nert mozning as ſone as it wag 
dap, he toke his hozſe and rode toward the citie Tauris 
and when he was comme neare vnts it, the Citizens be 
ing diſco zaged thzoughe the ouerthzowe of their pꝛinte 
and ſeinge no man to apeare vpon the feeide in their de 
fence, wolde not by defendinge them ſelues hazaro both 
_theirlyues and goodes, determpned amonge them to 
yelde the citte , whervpon they ſent fozthe certaine of 
thetr Citizens to talke an and in the ende a- 
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greed to delyner hym the Citie, ſauinge their lynes am 
gooves, when this was agreed, they receaued him inte 


the towne and his people alſo, and there is no doubte,

but vf that Selim had had pzouiſion in Tauris fo2 the 
ſuſtenance of his armie, but that he ſhoulde eaſplp haue 

poſſeTed the kingedome of Perſſa, and baniſhed the Bo⸗ 
phie the countre, but he had ſone conſumed all the coun⸗ 
tre and pꝛouiſpon that there was, and on the other ſpde 
the p2inco of Adule, as ſone as he vnderſtode that 5 Ho⸗ 
phie had his armpe vpon the feelde , Judginge that he 
ſholde haue the better, bꝛake his pzomes with him, and 
toke the feelde with his armye t occupied al the ftraiteg 
and paTages, by the which men muſt paſſe, oute of the 
Turckes domintons into Perſia, and toke from all the 
victuallers that came, their vicualles , e warned them, 
that from thence fozthe they ſhoulde no mo2e come there 
wherof it folowed, that hauing conſumed the vicualles 
whiche they founde there, and hauing no releefe oute of 
their countre,thep were bꝛought into great peyurie ;4 
intollerable famine, in ſuch ſozte, as they were enfo2ced 
to ſley their hozſes, and eate them, aud alſo ts eate both 


rootes and herbbes that were vnholeſome fo2 man te 


eate, by meanes wherof:they were not onelpe vnable te 
folowe the vicoꝛie againſt d Perſians, but alſo to ſtand 
vpon their feete, thzoughe the which tncommoditie &e- 
lim beinge ercedingly afflicted, and ſeing his people dal 
ly to conſume, with the great loſſe of ho2ſes alſo that he

what to recreate bis aftlicted armie he aſſapled p toom 
of Paſcuall and toke it of fozce t᷑ gaue it in 5 = 
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ſpuldiours, and in this ſozte tontynuinge his vopage by 
ſmale and eaſpe to2neys , foz that manye ot his hozſes 
wereſo feble that they coulde ſcareſely goe he bzoughte | 
his armie into Licaonia , and ſent them to garniſones 
into þ countre aboute Fconio, at this day called Cogni, 
ſo ſpopled that thep ſhowed them ſelues not onelpe, not 
victoztouſe, but rather defeicted ouerth2zowen, e ſpopled 
when Selim had in this ſozte placed his people in garni 
nifones, he then ſoughte howe to ſupplie and furniſhe 
them againe whervpon he made a reue we ot his armpe 
and ſent into Gretta all thoſe that had endured and ſuf- 
fred moſt miſerie-to reline them ſelues, and cauſed newe 
and freſhe men to be ſent in their places, and the Sophie 
beinge vpon the confynes of Perſia, and hauinge intel⸗ 
gente of the departure of Selim from Tauris, was ſo 
diſconraged, that he durſte not deale with him, by mea- 
nes of the ouerthꝛo we which he had receaucq, and alfo 
the feare that he had of the artillerie, and cheifely foꝝ 5 Rota. 
that he had loſte p greateſt nũ ber or his olde ſouldiours © 
he durſte not attempte anpe further, Selim determined 
to be reuenged of the w2onge , that the pꝛinte of Adula 


dad done him and alſo to aſſure him ſelfe of the paſſages 
wherfo2e he ſent inan Baſſa with a great number of

terpꝛiſe that he determpned to take in hand the ſp:inge 
tertefolowing , callinge outeof Aſta and Europe, ail - — 
ſuch of his ſubfectes as had ben wel trained in d warres 
nd had determpned to winter at Iconio, foz 5 he wolde 
be at hand to take in hande againe the enterpziſe in the 

[p;inge tolo wing, the G nn 
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fo goe home into Gretia, went bnto him and when they 
ſawe that thep coulde not perſwade hym to pallejnj, 
Gretiafoz that winter, ther began to thzeaten him, and 
declared vnto him, that pt de wolde not goe wth them, 
they wolde them ſelues goe,and when they came ther 
they wolde ſwere obedience to his ſone, with the which 
wo2des, Selim was marueioufly troubled , and began 
to ſuſpecte,and the nighte folowing diſguiſed him ſelf, 
and with certaine of his familiers with bim, toke thy 
poſte, and ran dape and nighte vatyll he tame to Scut: 
ro, and paſſed þ ſtraite and diſtouered him ſelfe to none, 
vntpl be came within his Heraglio: where he continued 
thꝛee dapes and wolde gpue audience to noe man and in 
the ende beinge enfo2ced by Pernio Baſcia and p Cad 


to declare the cauſe of his great melancholie, an[werey 


that he was no mo2ean Emperour, foz ſo muche as the 
Giantzzartes wolde haue enfozeed him, wherbpon ther 


deſpꝛed bim to be of good chere, and declared vnto hym 


that he ſhoulde haue good meanes to puniſhe them am 
to be reuenged vpon them fo2 their rebellion, and when 


they vnderſtode of him, the cheife auctours of this diſc; 


der, they wꝛote to all the bandes of the Gianizzaries in 
generall,and gaue them to vnderſtande the whole mat 
ter, and the auctours of the diſozder alſo, Whervpõ they 
ſo ſturred them vp, that ſoddenly they toke their wea- 
pones , and then laide hande of thoſe whiche began this 
matter, and bꝛoughte them in cheynes to Conſtantino⸗ 


ple, and pꝛeſented them befoze the gates of the Serra 


glio,and with towd voice aſkedpardone , puttinge the 


© Wholedefante in their leaders, and delyuered them all 


in cheynes,requiringe him ts put them to deathe, in ex⸗ 
ample;to thoſe that ſhoulde come after them, Selim ac 
cepted theirercuſe and pardoned them, and put to death 
all the chiefe ot the (edition , which ſeueritie w2oughte 
ſo great terrour;that Holimans his ſonne, ſcaring leit 


his father ſhoulde haue him in an ſoſpition by meanes 


of the woꝛdes of the Giantzzaries, went td Ryſſe hisfa/ 


_ thersfete;beingmaruelouſlp affraied, and excuſed hys 


innocentie , when Selim bad lefte his frontiers of Cu 
rope well garded,and had pꝛouided both men, and = 
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Wuertizement that the Soldan was departed from Cat 
ko with all his oꝛdianrie bandes, and a great number k 
Arabſanes,and tame downe into Soꝛia to ayde the G0- _ ee 
ple, and to vnite his fozce with him, wheruponhecans 
ledto ſtaie the marche, and then called to councelihys _ | 

Baſctas and other Captaines,declaringe bnto them 
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ney fo: his ioꝛney , he reto2ned againe toJcomo fo hys 
garniſones. Jn this meane time the Sophie ſent his am 
haſſavours to þ Soldan fo2 aide, declaring vnto him the 
great peryli wherin he was, + p2ated him that he wolde 
aue regarde to their comon welthe, and ſend his armte 


to vnite with him. The Soldane was maruelouſip mo- 


ned by the perſwationes of the Perfianes , and vnder- 
tandinge the great confuſion and diſo2der into Þ which 
the Sophie was bꝛoughte, with all his countre of Per- 


la, t fearinge leſte that he, beinge thus affraied ſhoulde 


ſeke ſuche peace at the handes of Selim as he moughte 
abtaine, and that when the Turckes had bzoughte the 
gophie vnder fote , they ſhoulde emplope their whole 
foce againſt Soria, whervpon he gaue them to bnder- 
tande that he wolde in no wyſe faple them but wolde 
foz their welthe hazarde, bothe his perſon and al that he 
had els, and that they ſhoudle wyll their pzince to be of 
good cheare, and as ſbne as the ſp2zinge ſhoulde comme 
on he wolde in perſon ,. with all his power of Pama- - 

takes and other ſouldiours that he coulde make, dercend 
into Sozia, to vnite his fozce with his, to the ende, that 
when they had had vnited their fozces, they mought pꝛe 
nente the enempe and goe to ſeeke him and make the 
varres at his owne doꝛe, and foʒ that þ Soldane wolde 
detract no time he began immedfatip toleate his bands 
ind gather his armpe, and to make redie faz p enterp2iſe 
in the other ſide when Selim retoꝛned to his garniſions 
he began to ſupplie his bandes with freſhe ſonldfours, 
ind to ſee them thozowlie furniſhed with monep and al 


other neceTarſes,and as ſone as the ſpꝛinge ofthe pere 


tame he aſtembled his armpe, and put to the feelde mar⸗ 
ching to warde the mounte Taurs:to paſſe into Arme- 
nia and as he appꝛoched neare the mountapne, he had

done therin, they allowed the opinion of Selim, whiche 
Rypeiudg was to pꝛeueut the enempes, and not to ſuffer them tg 
ment ot ynite their fozces , but to goe and encountre t he one of 
Selm. them, Judginge it moe eaſpe to ouerthzowe one, then 
bothe their powers betnge once vnited, and diſcourſing 
in him ſelfe which of them it were better fy2ſt to aſſayly 
1 he thoughte the enterpziſe againſte the Soldane mollt 
im mete , and eaſper then it of Perfia againſt the Sophie, 
— fo; that the Seldane beinge an olde man, and not tray:

„darte, wherfoze Scanverbeg(beinge deſpzous to leaue

ter to Aranithe Conino, but as ſone as Pahomethe the

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Chen the Turckes thincking that be had ben ded, cau⸗ 
fed certaine to diltend from their ho2ſes to ftryke of byg 
bead, whervpon he called vnto him his wonted magnas 
imitie and notwithſtanding his erceding great bzuſe 
elepte vp and ſtode vpon his fete, and with his ſwozde 
ewe ali the Turckes that were ſo lyghtcd from they2 
ho2zſes,and as many moe of others that enuironed him 
to p intent to haue flapne him, his actes that he then did 


were maruelouſe. At the laſte, one of his ſouldtourg 
bꝛought vnto him one of his beſt courſers and whe Sca 
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derbeg was mounted on hozſe , he gaue in amonge the 


Turckes in ſuch kurie, as in his [pfe he had not done the 
pke, and alwape one ffroke was the pꝛice of one enemy 


with him, and he affapledthe enemies with ſo great aſ- 


ſurance, and foꝛte, that he conſtrained them to diſozder, 
to toʒne their backes, and to flee, e in the chaſe he lewe Balabar 
them in maner all, but the ſapde Balaban with a very defe:cted 
ſmale nũ ber with him, dyd flee into þ Citie of Oꝛchzida the thirde 
afozeſapde, | 7 Trio ue. 
After this, Sta. diſpoſed p whole ſpolle to his ſouldi 
ours bery liberally, accoꝛding to his cuſtume but aftetþ 
victo2ie,he endured ſuch patne in his arme, p he was it 
monethes e coulde not ones lifte it, to take of his cappe 
to gratifieſuche as dyd ſalute him, ne yet to reuerence Þ Ste 
Image of dure Haniour, no2 of the virgyne Pazpe , ne abſurditie 
pet of the ſaincts. And alſo when he herde maſſe he was 
ſerued as is the highe Byſhoppe when he dothe allpſt in 


ſolempnefeaſtes,fo2 he coulde not helpe him ſelfe at all 


with one of his hands. | 
In this meane whple Balaban beinge very ſozow⸗ 


full and aſſhamed,rcto2ned with fewe with him to Con 


ſtantinople, and was greatly blamed reupled, and con? 


and ſubtpll fore,endured all thinge patiently, and whe 

the furie was paſt he founde ſuche meanes that he ſo er 
tuled him ſelfe, attributing his ouerth2owe to the p2out 
dence of God, that the Turcke was well ſatiſfyed whis 
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companye the Captaine Jaguppe Arnanthe a main vp 
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Areat value, Jagup Arnanthe ſignſfieth in oute ſpeche 
Jamez the Albaneſes. When he was marching, he de⸗ 
ulded his armie,and wplled James with one parte ther 
of to paſſe th2oughe Tracia, and Macedonia into Epirro 
and in anpe wpſe to kepe him ſetrete, and not to enuade 
vntyll he had aduertiſement that Balaban was arriney 
in Albania, and he that fy2it appꝛoched the confynes to 
karie his companton, to the ende that they moughte vp- 
- on the ſudden allaple Scanderbeg. | 
Balaban on the other (ide toke with himrr.Þ Turc 
kiſhe hoꝛſemen, and ifit .. thouſande fotemen, and came 
firſt into Epirro, and encamped in the afozcnamed place 
of UMalcal, which when Scanderbeg bnderſtode beingal 
wapes pꝛouided, and in redines, ſent iii.ſpioncs into the 
enemies campe to conſider the oꝛder of the ſame but one 
" of theſe ſptones was a kinſman of Balaban ,and was 5 
cauſe that the other two reto2ned not at the houre ap⸗ 
pointed, whervpon Scanderbeg being a ſouldſour moſt 
vigillant , toke with him fpue ſouldiours and went te 
diſcouer the campe of the enemies, but that ſubtpl Ba⸗ 
laban who had good experience of the vſage of Scander- 
beg, appointed to that place which was moſte apte foz 
uche purpole, certaine ſouldtours on hozſe, and bepnge 
there, encountred with Scanderbeg , and were at the 
blowrof the ſwozde fo2 a tyme. But in the ende Scan⸗ 
derbeg was enfo2zced to flee and take the neareſt wap to 
bis campe and paſſpng thoꝛowe a ſtraſte founde by miſ⸗ 
happe,a tree lying ouerthwarte bis ware, not withſtan 
dinge, he put ſpurres to his hozſe and lepte ouer it and 
fo dyd one of his ſouldiours:but the other foure coulde 
not by anpe weanes, whervpon they turned to þ Turc⸗ 
kes, and chargedthem, and llewe tertaine of them, but 
in the ende thep were all foure flapne. In this meane 
tpme Scanderbeq beinge moued with pitie tozned hym 
and eſppeinga Turcke that had lopte the tree after him 
folowing him, he encountred him with ſuche furte that 
at the firſte ſtroke he llewe hym, and then he fled vatyll 
he came to ietra Biancha, which was viii. myles from 
him: ſphere be founde his viii.thouſand hazſemen, and 
iii. thouſand fotemen tarping foʒ him. Ten

Thenhe chaunged his hozſe, and in fewe wo2des en 
toꝛaged his ſouldiours to fpghte ſtoutly , and when he 
had thus done, he marched on towarde the enemie, and 
oꝛ that he wolde encountre him, de toke a certaine hyll 
not farre from them, and then ozdepned all thinges toz 
the battaple, ( pzeſented his people in foure ſquadꝛones 
the one he committed to the conducte of Thamſſio Tho 
pia, loꝛde of the conntre neare vnto Durazzo and roſyn 
to the Arche Byſhoppe Paulo Angelo afo2eſayde,theſe 
tonde he tommitted to the leading of ZachartaGroppa 
the thirde to Peiche C manuell and the fourthe he lad in 
perſon and this was his oꝛder, but Balaban who taried 


fo his companion wolde in no wiſe accepte the battatle 


wherof when Scanderbeg vnderſtode, he diſbanded cer⸗ 
taine men and entred the ſcaramocke with the Turcks Note tl is | 
zugmenting it from tyme to tyme, in ſuch ſozte,that he oder. 
in the ende enkoꝛced them to comme to the battaple, and 


then pꝛeſented all his ſquad2ones in fronte ſauing one 


Ip one which he helde hidden behinde the reſte, the bat⸗ 

taples beinge iopned the fyghte was terrtble, in this 

meane tyme the fourthe ſquad2one came in vpon their 

flancke vnf6ked foz, and charged them with ſuch co2age 

that the Tnrckes not beinge able to endure the fozce of 
the Albaneſcs,aco2ding to their olde cuſtume diſozdered 

them ſelues and fledde, ſo that they were burte, ( ſlapyne | 
inmanerall , notwpthtandinge Balaban wypth-fewe Balabun 
wyth him conueyd him ſelfe in to a place of ſecuritiet dekeicred 
This victozie beinge newely obtained, their came a ige fourth 

meſſager in great haſf to Standerbeg from his ſyſter þ (me, 
ladie Mänizza, declaring vnto him p Jagup was comme —- 
into Albania by the wape of Beigrado, and had pꝛoied, 


porpled, and burned a greate pece of his countrey, wen 
Scanderbeg vnderſtode ofthis, he immagined fozthew 


the determpnation ofthe two Captaines to haue ben to 
gather him in the myddeſt bet wpne them bothe , he in⸗ 
ſtructed his armie, and entoꝛaged them greatip , hot to 
doute rvi. thouſand Turcks, conſpdering that they had 
in ſhozte ſpace befoze,ourrthzowen xxitii. M. whervpon 


be marchedtowarde the letter Tirana where Jagup w 


bis armye lape, Scanderbeg as ſone as he dzewe ſome⸗ 
| | Dd.t. * thing 
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thinge neare his enemye ſtated and choſe fync hundzed 
Hozfemen to goe and pꝛouoke the enempe to'the feelde. 
As ſone as Jagup ſawe this, be ranged his armie in the 
ſquadzones,and with certaine diſbanded hozſemen char 
ged them, and put them to flyghte folowing the chaſe y; 
thoſe diſbanded hozſemen , marchinge after them with 
his whole power, and when they came where Scander⸗ 
beg was he cried vnto them to turne-whervpon immedi 
atiy they charged the Murckes,# Scanderbeg with his 
Kota. ar mie in oꝛder came on and topned with them, and in 
ſhoꝛte tyme put them to flyghte,by meanes that he ſawe 
where Jagup was in perſon, whervpon he choſe bnto 
him certaine aſſured ſouldiours 4 ſeuered them ſclueg 
| and charged the ſquadꝛone wherin Jagup was , and ſo 
Jaguppe of fozce entred it and with his launce (mote bim under 
3m * the chyn thoꝛowe the thꝛote andflewe him, wherewith 
— ry the Turckes being amaſed and diſcozaged ſtode lyke vn 
to ſhepe withonte a ſhepherde: and were flapne miſera- 

bly , und manye of them were taken p2iſoners, ſo, that 
acomptinge kpſte thoſe of Balaban, and ſecondaryply 

theſe of the Baa Jagup, there were rriſii. P.flapne, be 
ſpdes vt. thouſande that thep herdenonewes of at all. 
After this Scanderbeg cauſed to gather togyther al the 
golde, ſpluer, and other riches, which the Turckes had 
gotten in his countrep and taried al into Croia in great 
triumphe making greate feaſtes to tbe contentacion of 
al that there were, and he (ent meſtagers to ſondzte pzin 
ces and others his fryndes that dwelled neare aboute 
him, with the newes of this great victo2ie,+ ſent them 
alſo pzeſentes of the Turckpſhe ſpople, as hozſes, cour⸗ 
fers, laues, Armour furniture of hozſes, riche garmets 


When the greate Turcke vnderſtode the dolozouſe 
dekeicte of theſe two armies „he determpned fo gocin 
perſon with all his power again Scanderbeg but he 
haning intelligence hereof, made pꝛouiſion fo2 b defence 
ok his countre, and eſpecially furniſhed Crofa with men 

and all kynde of neceſlaries, his ſouldiours on fote were 
of the garniſons of the Senate of Weniſe, their gourr⸗ 
nour was a wozthy man named Baldiſera Deren a 
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thoſe daies there was in that part of Albania which was 
ſabiecte to the Seigniozie of Weniſe, their Pꝛoueditour 
a UMenetian bozne,named Joſaphat Barbaro, a man of 
great wozthynes, who by commaundement of the Se⸗ 
nate, dypdoften tymes attende vpon Scanterbeg ,and 
the Arche Byſhope Paulo, who fo2 the great zeale that 
be had to warde the Ch2iſttan religio, was in thoſc dates 
contynuallp with Scanderbeg,onlcs that he were ſent 
in his name oz in the name of the Seigniozie of Ueniſe 
in ambaſCade to anye Potentate foz the pꝛeſeruation of 
there countres, as ofte times he went to Rome, Pilane 


Naples, Uents,and other plates. 
In this meane tyme there came from Conſfantino- 


| ple to Scanderbegtwo Turckes,faying that they were 


comme thyther to becomme Chziſtianes, and to ſerue 
him faithefullp, and alſo to ſaue their ſonles, beinge aſ⸗ 
ſured that the faithe in Jeſus Chꝛiſt, was the onely true 
and holſom faithe, and in the contrarte,the fatthe Paho 


-metane to be falſe, vninſte, and dampnable, as was cut- 
dently ſeen , bp the great thinges that god dyd dapelp 


woꝛcke by one onelp man, which in comparatſon of the 


Turcke was a very lambe, and pet dpd contpnually tri⸗ 


umphe ouer a moft fearce and cruell Lyon. Then Scans 
derbeg reteaued them tourte and gaue them large p20 
uiſion fo2 their maintenante, cauſing them to be inſtruc 


ted in the Chꝛiſtian religion, euen as thep had ben ok his 


owne nation: notwithſtanding, this comming of thers 
was to a deueliſhe ende, which by p goodnes of god wag 
diſcouered, who neuer faileth ſuch as unfapnedlp trufte 
in him, koꝛ on a tyme theſe two Turckes fell at wozdes 


and in fine ſtrake together with their kiſtes in ſozte that 
thep loſte muche blonde from oute of their noſcs,and the 
one ſaying to the other in great furſe , F traitour dogge 


ſent by the great Turcke to fley the moſt gentle good 
p2ince Scanderbeg , when the Captaines of Stander⸗ 
beg vnderſtode this, they toke theſe two fo2thwith, and 


1pꝛeſented them to Scanderbeg, who cauſed them imme- 


dfatip to be toꝛmented and then they cofefſed the whole 


they caried ſecretly aboute them fo2y purpoſe, declaring 
a D d. ii. alſo 
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- alfo howe that $ Turcke had pꝛomiſed them an infinite 
ſumme of monep, and alſo to make them great loꝛdes, pf 
that they coulde ley Scan. he then beinge a pꝛince ot 
great magnanimitie and one that dyd honoz p Turcke 
wolde not fo2 his ſake vſe them aco2ding to their deſer⸗ 
tes, but cauſed them to beb20ughte oute of his Padigli⸗ 
on, t ſo apparelled as they were, cauſed them to be han 
ged vpon the heighte of two greate trees, where they 
moughte be well diſcerned from all partes of the feeltes 
absute it, when be Had thus done he toke bis hoꝛſe, and 
with all thoſe ſouldiours that then were with him and 
in all the countrey neare bnto him, entred into 5 parte 
of the Turches conntrey where he neuer was befoze , x 
when he had ſpoyledall tbe countre, be then rayſed fire 
and burned all the countre where he paſſed tho2olve, 
andretozned home ſafe wpth all bys people in to bys 
tountrex. 

After this the afozenamed Pahomethe, tame into 
Albanta with two hundzed thouſande men on hozſe and 
fote,and encamped befoze the Citie of Croia, pꝛomiſing 
them ot the towne great gyftes, yfthat they wolde ren- 
der the towne bnto him vpo compoſition, and otherwiſe 
he thꝛeatned to put them all to the ſwo2de, but their aũ 
ſwere was. with the faire Cäuonade, harquebuzade, and 
ſache lpke, in ſoꝛte, that they ewe many of the Turc⸗ 
kes, and contpnued the ſame daily , vatyll the Turckes 
diſlodged from thence and abandoned the ſeege. Whiles 
the Turcks laie befoze Croia, Scͤderbeg was alwaies 
_ attendante vpon their campe,nowe in one quarter, and 
_- then in an other,deftreſſing their fozagers , 4 alſo their 


then in an other ſo, Þhe made great laughter of them. 
IT hen at the laſte the Turcke ſeinge Croia to be in er⸗ 


pungnable, and hauing recsauedthere bothe great lofſe | 


of his people, and alſo great diſhono2,he determpned to 
teue befo2e it a campe volant, and ſo in p̊ ende by famine 


to take it, whervpon he lefte the afozeſapde Balaban to 
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victuallers comming to their tampe, and often times in 
the nighte aſlapled their campe, nowe in one quarter,“ 
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erecute that enterpaiſe with yviii; M. choſen hozſemen 


and fyue thouſand fotemen of the beſt in all the Ane 
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of other Chziſtian pꝛintes, whervpon he went to Nome 


Conciſtozie and was gently herde and great pꝛomi⸗ 
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which Junetrio beinge one of the chiefe Citizens of 
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with bitt. Sanglaccht, men of great erperience, e Judge 
ment in warres, to the ende the better to aduiſe. This 
do ne, the great Tiran departed from thence, retozning 


towarde Tonſtantinople, and in his foznep be toke cer⸗ 


taine foztes of Standerbeg, and put his garniſons into 
them, with officers to kepe them in his obedience, beſide 
this, by meanes of a wicked Trait our he toke a place cal 
led Chidua, wherin were viti. M. of Scanderbegs ſoul⸗ 
diours, beſyde women and childzen, and others 5 were 
t able to bſe armes, to whom by meanes of this trai⸗ 
tour he made great pꝛomiſes, but beinge once within, he 
bꝛake bis faithe, and cauſed them all to be cut in petes, 
which was greatly to the hindzante of Scanderbeg,not 


 withſtanding-withinſhozte time he recouered al againe 


and cut in peces as many Turcks as he founde in thcſe 
places, which the Zurcke had thus taken from him, the 
Turcke retozned to Conſtantinople verp ſo2zowfullp e 
Melancholpque foz the great ſpople, and loſſe of his ſoul 
diours, which he had ſuſtained in that ioznep. 
Scanderbeg, conſpdering the Turckes that beſegid 
Croia were valiante and of great experience, and had ſo 
foztyfied them ſelues that it was an impoſſybilitie to at 
ſaultetbem-fo2 that they had alredie taken þ hil Crniuo 
by meaneg wherok, it was expedient to haue a great ar 
mie to take in hand that enterpꝛiſe to rapſe them from 
that place, Standerbeg hauing loſte the afozeſapd eight 
thouſand men in Chidna, was enfozced to demaũde aide 


in perſon and declared his cauſe befoze the pope Pio the 
ſeconde and his Cardinales and other pzelates in their 


ſes were made Vnto him,notwithtanding(at his depar 


ture) by meanes of eupil tonges, be receaued ſmale ſuc 


tour at the popes hande who was a Uenctian bozne.but 
not ouer full of deuotion, and foꝛ that that Scanderbeg 
was greatlp eſtemed of ſondzie of tbem, it is no maruell 
pf others dpd enuie him, by meancs wherofhe obtained 
no moꝛe foꝛ his trauaple then. 3500, Ducates onelp, NNE

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uaſto, coſpn to the Arche Byſhope Paulo Angelo, and ——.—— —_— 
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Steward to Standerbeg receaned, Scanderbeg wagex- 
cedingly troubled with this, not withſtandinge he gaue

Barbaro afozeſayde , lieutenante to the Uenetianes, 

wholeuted bandes of thoſe that were ſubtectes to the 
Seigneours of Ueniſe and iopned them with his ſouldi 
durs, and pꝛouided them of al kynde ok neceſſaries, there 
went with him alſo to apde him, Leche Ducagino, with 
bis bzother Nicholas, with foure hundzed hozſemen and 
as many fotemen,choſen ſouldiours and of great erpe- 
rience in warres , with an hund2ed men at armes alſo 
well armed and mounted, he had alſo fyne Hund2ed fote 


„ menofJtalte, Uenetianes bozne of the garniſon of Scu 


tarie with a thouſand Lannces and.. thouſand foteme 
of the countres aboute Scutari, Dꝛiuaſto, Antinaro, fA- 
Ieffia, and Dirachio , which made an armie of.:3.theu- 
fand and. 4. hundzed choſen men, with whom Scander- 
beg marched toward Croia, and when he came neare 5 
towne, he ſpake in this ſozte . Mp loꝛdes , and you my 
good ſouldiours:althoughe ofte times good wo2des doe 
comfo2zte weried and troubled myndes, pet J'wpl at this 
pꝛeſent as well encozage you by my dedes as by mp woz 
des,fo2 that J doe knowe pon to be of noble myndes, 4 
deſpꝛous to put oure enemie to theflighte, wherfoze my 
truſte is in god, that pf the Turckes whiche doe beſege 
my Citte , were as manpe moe in numher as they are, 
we ſhall vndoutedly ouerthꝛs we them and put them to 
When he had thus ſapde, he deulded his armie inte

eu: enant noda of Scutari, and ſent him ouer thoꝛo we a plapne ( 


to a pꝛince Certaine woodes to a certaine ſtronge place called Gio⸗ 
in felde 0z nenemi, not far from that place where the Turckes laie 


fone. 


in campe befo2e Croia: he commaunded the afozeſapde 
Nicolo not to departe from thence in ane wpſe vntyll 
that he herde him ſhote ofcertaine Cannones, which he 
dyd atoꝛding to his pꝛomes. Jn this meane tyme Stan⸗ 


derbeg went with the reſte of his armpe and ſwpon the 


ſudden toke the heighte of the moſite Canino in diſpite 


of 


of the enemies, and determpned to councell with the a- 
fozeſapde Nicolo,of what ſozte to p2ocede, Balaban ha- 
uing intelligente of the comming of Scanderbeg, went 
foꝛthwith to Crota,requiringe them to pelde the towne 
vpon Conditiones, making them ofthe towne. greate 
pꝛomeſſes in the bchalfe of his Paiſter,perſwading him 
ſelfe,that hy theſe meanes he ſhoulde obtaine vicozie, 
aco2ding to the intelligence that was gpuen him, wher⸗ 


delpuered vnto them, that then he wolde with his armie 
lodge in the towne. and wolde not care fo2 the comming 
of Scanderbeg yf that he ſhoulde happen to comme, but 


pk that it ſo chanſed Þ they dyd not obtaine it, he wolde 


leupe his campe and departe thence , whples Balaban 
loked fo2 aunſwere there ſoꝛted fozthe of the towne ccr- 
taine ſouldiours to ſcarmoche with his people. Then he 
beinge erceding w2othe,and oute of al hope of recouerie 


of the towne, with his ſouldiours that were then with 


him,gallopped towarde them to gyne a charge on them 
but the Ch2iftianes perceauing it,d2ewe neare p towne 


deathes woonde, notwithſtanding this great blowe Ba 
laban fel not but put ſpurres to his hozſe and gallopte 
to his tente when the Turckes bnderſtodeof this „ and 


bandoned the ſeege,and beinge greatly affraied connetd 
them ſelues ſpedplpe in to the feelde named Tiranna. 


Then Scanderbeg fynding no man to reſpſte hym 


went downe into Croia, and cauſed to bzinge into the 


tone all the meale, bariy, and other victuales that were 


lefte in the Turckes campe , whiche were ſufficient to 
ſuſtaine them of the Towne fo2 one whole pere, when 


he had this done⸗ he lodged in the Citie and ſent certaine - 
bandes to take the paſſages and ftraites , thozowe the 
which the Turckes muſt paſſe , fo2 he determpnedto 
teke them and to gpue them battaple, That ſame berp 


euening came two Turckes of acompte to Scanderbeg 


vpon he haderho2ted his armie to be of good chere, de-

After this, the afozceſapde 
Scanderbeg called to him the afo2eſapde lieutenante w 
the noble lozdes Ducagint,and other lientenantes, me 
of great vertue, vnto whom he declared the requeſt of þ 
Turckypſhh armie, requiring their aduiſe and aunſwere 
Joſaphat Barbaro (which the Uenetianes had ſent into 
Albania to be contynualip in company with Scander⸗ 
beg) ſpake fp2ſte and ſayde that he woide doe nothinge 
but what ſhoulde pleaſe @canderbeg to commaiide him 
wherfo2e he wolde doe as it thonlde ſeme good to Scan 
derbeg in this matter. After this ſpake Leche Ducagino 


bery franckly ſaping, Embetha, which in dure tonge ſig 


niſieth, bpon them, fo; that he thoughte it not requifite 
to vſe mercp towardes inkydels · but to cut them in peces 
of the ſame opinion were dpuerſe other noble men, and 
Captaines ot great value. Then Scanderb2gſpake vn⸗ 
to them ſaping, vou noble men, and pou woꝛt hype Cap⸗ 
taines, 3 truſte in the lo2de , and am well aſlured, that 
pk we ſhall happen to encauntee the Turckes, we ſhall 
ſone defeicte them. Hot withſtanding, loz that they are þ

Then Scan 
derbeg catled fo2 the two Turckes afo2cſayde, and wyls

Yulde they departe oute of his countre with his litenſe. 
In this meane tyme be ſent his armie to þ Ryver Zümt 


_ where he had a great number of ſhippes loded w co2ne 


meale, biſkete and other victuales, and cauſed all to be 
vnloded with ſpede , ſo that in thze dapes he furniſhed 
Croia foꝛ ſpre peres. And then went with all ſpede to en 


in theſe the dapes ſeinge them ſelues ſo afſapled wpth 
fampne,went to the paſſages, and paſſed of fozce,not w 


dute greate ſlaughter and ſpople of their me, and in this 


ſozte fled. Then euery man in maner was ſozp, and mur 


mo2ed againſt Scanderbeg, and lapd the whole faute of. 


their eſcape vpon him, but he with His great cozteſpe, & 
gentle wo2des pacifyed and contentpd them all, lainge 
fo2 His excuſe the olde pꝛouerbe, that tothe enemp that 
fleet h a man muſt make a b2pdge of golde, andthen gaue 
to euerp man pꝛeſents and gyktes, acoꝛding to his place. 
In this meane tyme manp Albaneſes of the Nenetiang 
tountre, and of the countres' of other pzinces came t pꝛe 
ſented to Scanderbeg a great number ok the heddes of 


Turckes, with bozſes, armour, and other ſpople, inthe 
ende Scanderbeg very hons2ably,licenſedhis armie. 2 
ning onely bis two thouſande hozſemen, and one thouͤ⸗ 


ſande fotemen wpth-whome he went fozthewyth to his 
conkpnes.

thouſande Turckes, and went to beſege Durazzo, a no⸗ 
ble City and of great antiquitie, which had ben a garni 
ſon towne of the renomed Romaines, he did greatly mg 
left it notwithſtandinge he departed from thence with⸗ 
oute it, with ſpoyle of his people and great diſhonoz,frg 
thence be went with ſpede to Crola, 4 beſeged it ronde, 
and ſent his meſTager to ſigniſie to them of the towne, 5 
pf they wolde delyuer him the Citie, he wolde aduaunce 
them, and deale liberally with them all, and otherwyſe 
it ſhoulde be to their paine,foz he was determpned not 
to departe thence withoute it, and wolde be reuenged vp 
on them to the vttermoſt. The aunſwere of the beſeged 
was not farre toſecke,but was gyuen by the mouths of 


the Cannon, Coluerpne, harquebuze, and ſuche like in 


ſtrumentes. Scanderbeg , on the other ſpde dpd often 
tymes aſſaple the Turckpſhe armie, nowe in one quar⸗ 
ter and „ then in an other, makinge great ſpople of 
them, holding them in continuall feare and doubte,whe 
the Turcke ſawe that he coulde by no meanes obtaine 
the towne, he departed with all his armie thence, and 
marched to a place called capodelli Rodane , neare byto 
the Admatique ſea where Scanderbeg had buplded a Ci 
tie named Chinril, which was not fully fynyſthed noz 
repleniſhed with inhabitanes, he toke it and raiſed it to 
the very foundation, after this he paſſed thozowe the 
countre of Scanderbeg, thincking to take it from him 
but he coulde not take the ſympleſt fozte that he had, he 
went alſo into certaine mountaines of Albania, where 
there were multitudes ok Albaneſes, with their whole 


familes and ſubſtances, and aſſayled them, but he was 


repulced with great diſhonoz,\poile, and laughter or bis 


foleowed the Turckpſhe armie dape and nighte, making 
great ſpoyle of them, in ſuch ſoꝛte that Bahomethe be- 
ing in maner oute ot al hope was conſtrained to retozne 


to Conſtantinople by the ſhozteſt waye, 


When the Turcks was comme to Conffantinople 


be apointed Alibeg and Aleſbeghis Captaines to baue 


the conduct of rrvitt , thouſande men, and ſent them to 


bis confynes with erpzeſyd commaundement that in 
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no wyſe they ſhoulde goe to fyght with canderbeg, no: 
to enter his countrep vnles that he firſte began, but one 
ly to garde well his confpnes. Lheſe Captaines came 
to the frontiers and obeyd the commaundement of their 
loꝛde, and ſecretly ſoughte to haue fryndſhippe w Scan 
derbeg, and ſent vnts him pꝛeſentes of greats pzice and 
value, he alſo vſed them verp coztefly and frpndlp,not in 
that that he feared them, but bycauſe he wolde not be 
counted ingrate:foʒ he ncuer truſted them, but ſtode al- 
wape vpon his garde. Jn the ende Scanderbeg vnder- 
ftanding certaynely,that theſe Captaines had expꝛeſſed 
commaundement from their lozde not to make anye at- 
_*tempte againſt him, but onely to garde his confynes , e 
alſo howe that they were deſy2ous to be in peace with 
him, he lefte the one parte of his ſouldtours vpon hys 
confpnes,andtoke the reſt with him and went to viſpte 
bis countre,and to adminiſter Juſtice andreaſon to ſuch 
as had nedetherof, and to ſe that none were opp:eſſed, 
After this, Scanderbeg came to Aleis aboute tertaine 
'affares that touched bothe his ſtate, and the ſtate of the 
Senate of Ueniſe, and chiefely foz oꝛder howe to take a 
tertaine newe Citie called alma, whiche the Turcke 
had builded and there fel ſicke of a feruant feuer, in ſuch 
ſozte, as he was enfoꝛted to lye longe in that place, and 
ſeing his deathe at hand, he talled vnto him all his Cap 
taines, and had a longe diſcourſe with them, who ſhed 
not a fewe teares to ſee him in that caſe,and in the ende 
he called vnto him John bis onelp ſonne, and in the pze- 
ſence ot his mother the lady Doneca and of þ reft, ſpake 
vnto him in this ſozte. 
Mp good ſonneknowve thou, that Jfpnde my ſelfeſo _ 
__enyll diſpoſed in my body, that am aſſured Þ the tyme 
of my departure oute of this wozlde is at hande, whiehe 
thinge ſeing it is by the pꝛouidente of God, his w_l be 
done: but fo2 that thou arte very ponge, and not able ts 
defende oure ſfate:fo2 that onre enemye is of extedinge

P. hozſemen, and v. P. fotemen, and had 
paſſed a very ſharpe and difficulte mountaine named 
Illugi, which dyd appertaine to the Uenetianes,4 was 
comme do lone into their countre, and had made greate 
ſpople there. Then that noble and magnanime pzince 
Scanderbeg, beinge greatly moued with theſe newes 
cauſed tomakehimredie, and appointe his ſouldiours 
to make them redie to ryde: in this meane tyme his de- 


ſuche ſoꝛte, that he was enfs2ced ts ſend his ſouldiours 


awapye to Scutari and to tarie that dape in his lodging, 
tommaunding them to doe whatſoever the lieutenante 
Gouldecommaunde them, and that be wolde the nerte 
daye he with them to deale with Hamathbeg and hys 
power: when his ſouldisurs bnderſtode this they rode on

Mhẽ 
Mamathbeg vnderſtode theſe ndwes, he was txcedinglp 
affraicd,ſo that he was enfo2ced to ſtande al that night 
in battaple, and in the moꝛning berytpmely to marche 


awaie, and to paſſe ouer Pountaignes by very difficulte 


paſſages and wayes,ſop it was the ioꝛnep of all Þ dape 
to attapne to the highte of that hill, and that ſame night 
kolo wing there fell ſs muche ſnowe, dꝛpuen with a vehe 
ment wynde beinge in the monethe of Januar te, that 5 
greateſt number of thoſe poo2e , and fearefull Turckes 


died in that night, and they which were lefte on line the 


dayefoloing, marched awaye in erceding great feare, 
loked often tymcs behinde them pf that they mought ſe 
@canderbeg to folowe them, and had determined,pfthey 
had ſeen him comme, to fall vpon their knees, e to pelde 
bnto him, as it was declared to the Dꝛiuaſtianes by ſon 
dzie Turckes which they toke,and in euerp place where 
theſe pooꝛe Turckes paſſed, they were cut in peces, and 
ſpoyled,+ miſerably bandled, in ſozte, 5̊ fewe of them e- 
uer retoꝛned to their dwelling place.

nobilitis, and Captaines , cryed cute in molt pitedu ft 
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wyſe, ſaping, O Scanderbeg oure good kinge, oure de⸗ 
fendour, oute onely comfoꝛte, oure father, and bꝛother, 
why haſt Þ thus lefte vs D2phanes as ſhepe withoute 
a paſtoz, howe maye we nowe anpe lengar cſcape the 
handes of thoſe moſt cruell, and wycked Turckes, oure 
enempes, woe ſhalbe vnto oure poze people, woe to both 
_ great and ſmale, woe to Albanta, and to all the pꝛouin⸗ 
ces therof, and to all the pꝛouintes neare abonte it „ Jn 
lyke ſo2te dyd the p2inces, and people of other conntreg 
neare aboute it, mozne, and lament,fo2 Scaderbeg wag 
their eye, and watche man, the defendour ofthe ſtates 
ok all faitheful Ch2iſftanes; and of his owne, he was en 
tterly beloued of allCh2iftfanes onles it were ofþ falſe 
Chziſtianes diſciples of Judas.
